In June, 1896, he became a stock­ 
holder of the company, with the un­ 
derstanding with the other stockhold­ 
ers that he was to occupy the office 
of secretary and treasurer, for which 
he was to get $3 a day. Under this 
agreement he entered upon his duties 
and occupied.the. .office until April I, 
1899, when without cause or legal au­ 
thority he was removed and was suc­ 
ceeded by Charles Ashbaugh, who has 
since deprived him of his office. 
He accuses the stockholders of con­ 
niving and planning together to effect 
a scheme by which they could remove 
him from office, and when the action 
was taken it was not at any reguarly 
called meeting, and was, therefore, 
null and void.

RELIGIOUS PROGRESS IN CUBA. 


Copyright 1901 Christian Herald. 
Cuba is a changing country. I think , longer monopolizing the trade. Some 
that it is changing for the better. Cer­ 
tainly many of the changes that have 
taken place during the last two years 
have been for the better. 
Moreover, 
they have been of a kind to encourage 
those Americans who may be thinking 
Of coming to the island and settling. 
In reviewing a few of the things that 
have happened since the 
American 
flag went up on January I, 1899, and 
the Spanish flag went down forever, 
one of the most important 
to 
me 
seems the complete 
freedom of re­ 
ligious worship. Of course, under the 
American flag there could be no union 
Of church or state, as had been the 
Oase with the Spaniards. 
Up to that 
time a single Protestant congregation 
•Slated in Havana. This was the Bap­ 
tist church, of which Dr. Diaz is the 
pastor, and which had managed to se­ 
cure the concession of a cemetery for 
the burial of those outside the Catho­ 
lic faith. Now there are several Eng­ 
lish speaking 
Protestant congrega­ 
tions, and chapels or 
missions 
are 
maintained by the Episcopalians, the 
Congregationalists, the Methodists, the 
Baptists, the Presbyterians and 
the 
Disciples. The Quakers also are es­ 
tablished in a modest way. 
All these Protestant churches do not 
content themselves simply with the 
holding of religious services on Sun­ 
day. They do a great deal of practical 
missionary work, and most 
of them 
hold services in Spanish as well as in 
BngliBh. They are not limited to Ha­ 
vana, because the other day in Ma­ 
tanzas I was told that the Methodist 
Episcopal church there owned its own 
house of worship, one of the first in­ 
stances of that kind in the island.

the American authority, and whatever 
may be the uncertainties of the future 
government, the protection of the Uni­ 
ted States always will be assured to 
Its citizens in Cuba. 
I write of this, because some letters 
which have reached me renew inquir­ 
ies about the prospect for Americans 
securing homes in Cuba, the nature of 
the 
land titles and other 
matters. 
Borne of these questions have been 
answered in the past, but the answers 
may be repeated in the light of the 
experience of those Americans who 
have 
established themselves in the 
island during the last 
three 
years. 
Scattered throughout the 
provinces 
there are a surprising number of those 
who have bought 
land ani settled 
down as farmers. 
Some 
of 
these 
came with the soldiers, or as civil em­ 
ployes of the American officials, and 
had the best chance to pick out places 
for settling. Others got together some 
means, came 
down to look over the 
ground, and when they 
saw 
what 
suited them, they bought land. 
Some 
who were drawn into ill-advised pro­ 
jects of colonies and who suffered loss 
In consequence, yet had pluck enough 
to stay and make a home for them­ 
selves. 
I want to emphasize the point about 
all, that those who are succeeding are 
the ones who have gone out into the 
country, and have not tried to make 
their fortunes in Havana, Santiago or 
the other cities. They have recognized 
the great 
truth that, since Cuba is 
one vast farm, the 
best chance for 


Americans who went a little further 
out into the country and engaged in 
truck farming, are doing very well. 
Down at Gaines, which is the real mar­ 
ket garden of the island, and which 
raises great quantities of onions and 
Irish potatoes for the New' York mar­ 
ket. Americans are beginning to make 
headway. 
In quite a number of cases 
where they have gone to raising or­ 
anges, they are 
doing 
very 
well, 
though, of course, it will be two or 
three years yet before they can raise 
and market a crop. 
Americans also 
are doing well in pine apples; and in 
traveling around I have noticed some 
progress in dairy farming, and even 
an effort to raise hay and bale it for 
the market, after the American way. 
These observations apply to the set­ 
tled portions of the island, which, not­ 
withstanding that they 
are 
settled, 
have much good land still uncultiva­ 
ted. The era also has begun of open­ 
ing up the undeveloped portions 
of 
Cuba. The most important of these 
enterprises is the building of what is 
known as the Central, or Backbone 
railway, which will connect 
Havana 
with Santiago, at the southeastern end 
of the island, and which 
will 
have 
branches running to the ports on the 
north and south 
coasts. 
This has 
been undertaken by Sir William Van 
Horne, who carried out the project of 
the Canadian Pacific railway. He is 
supported by American, English and 
Canadian capitalists. An enterprise of 
this kind could be promoted only by 
men of large means, but in time the 
men of smaller means will be benefit­ 
ed. for they too will have the chance 
to acquire lands, and will be assured 
of the means of getting their products 
to market 
Railroad building is only 
an incidental feature of the Van Horne 
project. Sir William told me that the 
immediate purpose is to open up the 
undeveloped resources by establishing 
sugar plantations, fruit farms and the 
like. The scene of operations will be 
in the eastern part of Santa Clara 
province, and in Puerto Principe and 
Santiago. 
While, as I stated, this railway pro­ 
ject will be of great benefit to Cuba, 
and while later it will be a means of 
encouraging American 
immigration, 
for the immediate future I should not 
advise 
those who are thinking 
of 
making homes in Cuba to depend upon 
it. They will do well in Cuba to keep 
closer to the cities and ports which 
already are within reach. 
Naturally 
this means that they will have to pay 
more for their lands than by going 
further into the interior, where the 
country is yet entirely undeveloped; 
but I think that they will succeed bet­ 
ter. I believe a man with $5,000 capi­ 
tal will be able to turn it over quicker 
in a part of the island where land 
may cost from fifteen to twenty-five 
dollars an acre, than by going to the 
undeveloped section, where he can buy 
it at from three to five dollars an acre. 
That is to say. two hundred acres in 
the more settled sections will yield 
him better for the first few years than 
a thousand acres in the undeveloped 
regions. 
About the climate it is now possible 
to speak with more certainty than a 
year or two ago, for there are many 
Americans who have passed their third 
summer in the island. 
Their general 
verdict is that the climate of Cuba 
need not bar persons from northern 
countries from settling in the island. 
After a few years they will not work 
with t^e same fierce energy that us­ 
ually characterizes them when they 
arrive from the temperate zone, but 
they will know how to adapt them­ 
selves to the climate and to the trop­ 
ical modes of living 
and 
working. 
There is everything in 
that knowl­ 
edge. It is harvest season all the year 


before 
the sun becomes too hot for 
comfort. 
That is the real secret of 
working in the tropics, to do it at the 
right hours of the morning and even­ 
ing, and to work quietly and steadily, 
but not at a driving pace, which de- 
; stroys 
the energies without increas­ 
ing the output of a man’s labor.

came with the soldiers, or as civil em­ 
ployes of the American officials, and 
had the best chance to pick out places 
for settling. Others got together some 
means, came 
down to look over the 
ground, and when they 
saw 
what 
suited them, they bought land. 
Some 
who were drawn into ill-advised pro­ 
jects of colonies and who suffered loss 
in consequence, yet had pluck enough 
to stay and make a home for them­ 
selves. 
I want to emphasize the point about 
all, that those who are succeeding are 
the ones who have gone out into the 
country, and have not tried to make 
their fortunes in Havana, Santiago or 


out into the country and engaged in 
truck fanning, are doing very well. 
Down at Guinea, which is the real mar­ 
ket garden of the island, and which 
raises great quantities of onions and 
Irish potatoes for the New York mar­ 
ket, Americans are beginning to make 
headway. 
In quite a number of cases 
where they have gone to raising or­ 
anges, they are 
doing 
very 
well, 
though, of course, it will be two or 
three years yet before they can raise 
and market a crop. 
Americans also 
are doing well in pine apples; and in 
traveling around I have noticed some 
progress in dairy farming, and even 
an effort to raise hay and bale it for 
the market, after the American way. 
These observations apply to the set­ 
tled portions of the island, which, not­ 
withstanding that they 
are 
settled, 
have much good land still uncultiva­ 
ted. The era also has begun of open­ 
ing up the 
undeveloped portions 
of 
Cuba. The most im portant of these 
enterprises is the building of what is 
known as the Central, or Backbone 
railway, which will connect 
Havana 
with Santiago, at the southeastern end 
of the island, and which 
will 
have 
branches running to the ports on the 
north and south 
coasts. 
This has 
been undertaken by Sir William Van 
Horne, who carried out the project of 
the Canadian Pacific railway. He is 
supported by American, English and 
Canadian capitalists. An enterprise of 
this kind could be promoted only by

One night this week there wasn’t a 
cent in the United States sub-treasury 
in Wall street—not a p enny. 
There 
were millions in gold coins and mill­ 
ions In greenback s, but the p ennies 
were all out—this in face of the fact 
that the local sub-treasury handles 
some 45,000,000 p ennies every 
year. 
The demand for the small coins is so 
great that 14 big p resses are work ing 
over time at the mint at Philadelp hia 
in a hop eless attem p t 
to 
sup p ly it. 
These p resses turn out some 8 00,000 
p ennies daily, but that is not enough. 
Cashier M. L. Muhleman, of the sub- 
treasury, says that the 
demand for 
the coins is so great that he averages 
the 
ap p lications and p ays to each 
in p rop ortion to the size of his demand. 
One dep artm ent store ask ed the other 
day for a cool million of p ennies—$10,- 
000. The store wanted enough to last 
three months. Others were more con­ 
servative and wanted only 5.000. These 
orders were the extreme. 
Perhap s the most remark able feat­ 
ure of the rage for cent p ieces is the 
fact that there are more 
p ennies in 
circulation than of any 
other 
coin. 
Last year the sub-treasury sorted out 
110,8 13 counterfeit p ennies from 
a 
total of 41,112,9 00 old ones handled. 
Of course the new ones are p aid out 
without examination. 
The 
old ones 
were brought in by 
concerns 
that 
wanted them redeemed for money of 
larger denomination. 
The big stores 
that need p ennies in their business do 
not call on the sub-treasury to redeem, 
but only to rep lenish 
their 
sup p ly. 
Thus the number secured at the sub- 
treasury Is no measure of the 
total 
they turn over every day in business. 
It is the “99 cents, reduced from $1,” 
that does it. 
During November the sub-treasury 
redeemed 2,8 74,000 and found 10,365 
of them bad. In the same month, out 
of 1,8 9 5,260 nick els redeemed, only 112 
were bad. The most bad p ennies tak en 
In one day recently was 1,250, out of 
a total of 157,000. Of all the p ennies 
tak en from the p icture machines, one 
p er cent are counterfeit. 
The number of p ennies redeemed 
furnishes a gauge of business In the 
p articular lines that use them m ost 
Usually a mid-summer month furnish­ 
es the 
m ost 
There were 4,500,000 
redeemed last August. Last month the 
p ennies were work ing hard 
in the 
stores and there were but 2,8 00,000 
redeemed. 
It k eep s aeven men Imay an tiie 


time counting and assorting the p en­ 
nies in the local sub-treasury. 
The 
p enny room is in the corner on Cedar 
street. 
Each of these men can count 
$600 in p ennies in 
one 
day—60,000 
p ieces, throwing 
out the bad 
ones 
without hesitation. 
The government 
furnishes a machine for counting the 
coins, and this is used in some of the 
smaller sub-treasuries where the coun­ 
ters are not so exp ert, but here the 
hand work is the fastest This city 
sup p lies these coins only 
for 
this 
state, New Jersey, western Massachu­ 
setts, Connecticut and Rhode Island. 
The city tak es most of them. 
The 
great west consumes millions 
more 
than are sup p lied directly from the 
m int to the various sub-treasuries. 
It costs the government about one- 
fifth of a cent to mak e a p enny. 
It 
costs the counterfeiter no more—less, 
in fact, for he does not need exp ensive 
dies—Just stamp s the 
cop p er 
disk s 
with an ordinary seal p ress. The gov­ 
ernm ent buys its disk s ready made of 
a big factory at W aterbury, Conn. Be­ 
fore these disk s are stamp ed they are 
more glossly than gold.

One night this week there wasn’t a 
cent in the United States sub-treasury 
in Wall street—not a penny. 
There 
were millions in gold coins and mill­ 
ions in greenbacks, but the pennies 
were all out—this In face of the fact 
that the local sub-treasury handles 
some 45,000,000 pennies every 
year. 
The demand for the small coins is so j 
great that 14 big presses are working 
over time at the mint at Philadelphia 
in a hopeless attem pt 
to 
supply it. 
These presses turn out some 800,000 
pennies daily, but that is not enough. 
Cashier M. L. Muhleman, of the sub­ 
treasury, says that the 
demand for 
the coins is so great that he averages 
the 
applications and pays to each 
in proportion to the size of his demand. 
One departm ent store asked the other 
day for a cool million of pennies—$10,- 
000. The store wanted enough to last 
three months. Others were more con­ 
servative and wanted only 5.000. These 
orders were the extreme. 
Perhaps the most rem arkable feat­ 
ure of the rage for cent pieces is the 
fact th at there are more 
pennies in 
circulation than of any 
other 
coin. 
Last year the sub-treasury sorted out 
110,813 counterfeit pennies from 
a 
total of 41,112,900 old ones handled. 
Of course the new ones are paid out 
without examination. 
The 
old ones 
were brought in by 
concerns 
that 
wanted them redeemed for money of 
larger denomination. 
The big stores 
that need pennies in their business do 
not call on the sub-treasury to redeem, 
but only to replenish 
their 
supply. 
Thus the number secured at the sub­ 
treasury is no m easure of the 
total 
they turn over every day in business. 
It is the “99 cents, reduced from $1,’’ 
that does It. 
During November the sub-treasury 
redeemed 2,874,000 and found 10,365 
of them bad. In the same month, out 
of 1,895,260 nickels redeemed, only 112 
were bad. The most bad pennies taken 
In one day recently was 1,250, out of 
a total of 157,000. 
Of all the pennies 
taken from the picture machines, one 
per cent are counterfeit 
The number of pennies redeemed 
furnishes a gauge of business In the 
particular lines th at use them m ost 
Usually a mid-summer month furnish­ 
es the 
m o st 
There w ere 4,500,000 
redeemed last A ugust L ast month the 
pennies were working hard 
in the 
stores and there w ere but 2,800,000 
redeemed. 
It keeps seven n e busy all the 


time counting and assorting the pen­ 
nies in the local sub-treasury. 
The 
penny room is in the corner on Cedar 
street. 
Each of these men can count 
$600 in pennies in 
one 
day—60,000 
pieces, throwing out the bad 
ones 
without hesitation. 
The government 
furnishes a machine for counting the 
coins, and this is used in some of the 
smaller sub-treasuries where the coun­ 
ters are not so expert, but here the
